Thia movement was directed againat tbe United States on account of her growing 
prestige and against England because it haa alwaya been its policy to keep itself 
free from

identical with England's. The battle of Manila Bay has given Uncle Sam title 
the Phillipines and this has made her a party to the eastern question. It will have 
tbe effect of causing this country to adopt a future policy that will be one of co- 
operation with Great Britain.

The Kepublican party bsgan its career 
f nominating the soldier Fremont 
When the Civil War was over there 
as no man in all the Union who could 
Btand against the military hero Grant. 

Hayes, who followed him, was also a 
General.

But who ever heard even a suggestion 
that we should make any one of our 
great naval heroes President? As a 
man born abroad Paul Jones was ineligi- 
ble, hut why was there never Huy talk of 
the elder Porter, of Dacatur, or Hull, of 
Perry, of Farragut, of Dahlgreu, or of 
,ny of the rest as a peculiarly "available" 
andidate? Why does not prowess in the 
nayy count for as much as prowess in 

We here talk now of Roosevelt for 
overnor and even for President. There 
is been a passing mention of Dawey as 
Presidential possibility, and certainly 
he has snown statesmanlike qualities 
and is easily the first hero of the war 
the popular mind But neither 
nor Schley has ever been men- 
tioned for high civil oflice. 

The greatest glory in two of our wars 
has been won by the men of the navy. 
Why has it never yet been recogniied by

THE VIROIMUS AFFAIR. 
Sinking of the Filibustering Vessel 



Twenty-five years have passed since 
the Virginius was captured and her Cap- 
her passengers and 
crew were summarily executed by the 
of Cubs, but the memory of 
crime is still fresh in 
many minds, says the New York Times 
One man who has no difficulty in recall- 
ing all its details is Capt David C Wood- 
row, who served in the United States 
navy from lhtil to 1884, and who is now 
resident of Cincinnati. His foot was 
the last to touch the deck of the most 
historic of filibustering steamers, and he 
still has the 12-foot flag which be hauled 
down a few minutes before she sank be- 
neath the waves off Cape Fear. In tbe 
fall of 1873, Capt. Wood row, then a Lieu- 
tenant Commander, stationed at Dry 
Tortugas, was ordered to Bahia Hon, In 
get the Virginius, which aspoorrepar- 
ion for their muderous cruelty, the 
Spaniards had consented to give back to 
tbe United States. He found the vessel 
retched condition and leaking badly,
